A north bound L. & N. fast freight 
was wrecked two miles south of Se- 
bree Friday afternoon and twelve cars 
loaded with merchandise, melons and 
coal, were thrown from the track.

Sold Liquor on Sunday. 

Andrew Keatts, col., was before 
Esq.

Wallace was thrown from the mule 
and in falling his feet were entangled 
in the trace chains. He was dragged 
about a "hundred yards, when his 
head struck a Btump. crushing his 
skull and dashing out his brains, 
scattering them in every direction.

A Fireless Locomotive. 

A tireless locomotive was recently 
used on the Aix-la-Chapelle Julich 
railroad. The motive power is de- 
rived from soda. The invention is 
based on the principle that solutions 
of caustic suda, which have high 
boiling points, liberate beat while 
absorbing steam. These engines 
eject neither smoke nor steam, and 
work noiselessly. Compared with 
coal-burning locomotives, the soda 
engines have a capacity equal to the 
former, while they are worked with 
greater ease and simplicity.

Rev. Robert Collyer, pastor of theUnl- 
tarlan Church of the Messiah, is one of 
the most eloquent as well as one of the 
most popular ministers in New York 
city. Ills reputation as an author and 
a lecturer is almost worldwide, 
attainments are all the more interest- 
ing, as he was obliged to leave school 
when eight years of age and work in a 
factory. He became a Methodist 
preacher, but drifted into Unitarlaclsm. 
He was born in Keighly, Yorkshire, 
England, on December 8, 1883, and 
came to this country in 1850. 

The story of that remarkable black- 
smith, Elihu Burritt, has a parallel in 
Dr. CtAlyers early life. When he

Dr. Collyer has writ- 
ten several books, and his lectures have 
been widely popular, especially his fa- 
vorite lecture "Grit" The poetic in- 
stinct la developed in him to a degree 
that makes all his prose merely another 
form of poetry. Among the best of his 
published poems, and one that will 
live to be read and admired by future 
generations, is a psalm of thanksgiving 
written after the great Chicago fire of 
1871. Dr. Colyer seems to always look 
on the sunny side of life, and his con- 
versation is full of entertaining and 
amusing reminiscences. 

CANADA'S NEW FLAG. 

A Number of Appropriate Designs Sug- 
gested by Prominent Persons. 

Canada wants a new flag, and her 
most patriotic sons are at work devis- 
ing a fitting emblem wherewith to sup- 
plant the old standard. The one here 
reproduced, says Once a Week, Is the 
design of Mr. Stanford Fleming, C. M. 
G., the orginator of the Pacific cable 
scheme. It Is a red flag with the Union 
Jack In the upper left-hand corner 
and a white star of seven points in the 
lower right-hand corner. The seven 
points represent the seven provinces, 
and Mr. Fleming suggests that in the 
event of admitting a new province or 
provinces the number of points in the 
star could easily be increased. No ex-

THE BICYCLE CANNON. 

Bow the Ona* Slay De Mounted In Fnture 

With the many new dexices of offense 
and defense vhich have recently made 
their appearance comes the bloyele- 
cannon. The (run mounted on a bicycle 
was In a parade in New York city re- 
cently, and was seen by thousands of 
peopfe, says the National Tribune. 

The vehicle was a twin cycle, In ap- 
pearance much like a tricycle, and 
known as a duplex. It Is especially 
light and strong. The cannon, a steel 
rifled affair thirty-four inches in 
length, eight inches at the butt and 
four at, the muzzle, and weighing about 
fifty pounds, Is swung between the two 
rear wheel**, .""st'iiii upon the con- 
necting axle and is further supported 
from above. An ingenious mechanism 
permits of the piece of ordnance being 
raised or deflected to any angle.

through jungles £3 forests, It but 
partly occupies its old bed before the 
great forests grew. To look beyond 
from a cliff and see a forest partly sub- 
merged in water is a magnificent sight 
It is also a singular spectacle to see a 
steamboat navigate an open space that 
was once a plantation— sailing, or puff- 
ing around among the abandoned 
houses and groves of the overflowed 
place. The founders of the "Hill City," 
Vicksburg, accustomed to these over- 
flows in the early days of this century, 
located the historic town beyond the 
reach of the tidal waves of the mighty 
"Father of Waters." 

There is not a more picturesque spot 
in this alluvium delta than the: vicinity 
of Vicksburg, with its plantations set 
upon hills, hidden from view by na- 



It is a peculiarity which at once 
strikes the tourist as rather strange 
that the southern planter hides his 
pretty cottage, or more magnificent 
palatial residence, under the wild, 
snarled, limbs of druidical oaks, 
fringedjhirith long black moss like 
mourning weeds, giving to the sylvan 
spot a melancholy grandeur rather 
than a look of brightness. Very little 
attention is given to horticulture— the 
forests reared by the hand of nature 
are more picturesque and grandly 
| magnificent than artificial beauty. No 
region surpasses that portion of 
Mississippi and Louisiana embraced in 
the MissMppi delta for the beauty, 
variety yhd rapid growth of orna- 
mental shade trees, the stately oak, 
ever green and ever old, the laurel, 
sweet gum, sycamore, locust, elm, and 
China— the most luxurious shade tree 
of all. On every plantation, or farm, 
however small, is seen a grove of the 
' "umbrella China" trees. In this climate 
of repose shade is the synonym for 
luxury, and every road and path is 
arched by trees, or courses through a 
forest, dark and gloomy, from which 
the hot rays of the sun are shut out, 
and made cool by the constant breezes, 
due to the absence of undergrowth. The 
trees spring into the air, and, like the 
cocoa, expand their limbs, which inter- 
. lock and form arcades of magnificent 
grandeur for miles and miles, under 
■which the traveler speeds along pro- 
tected from the sun or rain. In these 
forests horsemen ride rapidly through 
"the woods" while on the hunt, so 
hlfrh are the branches above them, and 
so free is the forest from undergrowth. 
On the soft soil the horse's hoof makes 




no noise, and the sudden app< 
a horseman in the dark shadows wind- 
ing swiftly alonfl towards the road, 
with gun in hand, is somewhat start- 
ling at first sight to the tourist. But 
misgivings are soon dispelled by the 
frank greeting from the huntsman*. 

The grandeur of the forests of the 
Mississippi valley and the luxuriance 
of the shrubs and plants are unequaled 
in any other portion of this country — a 
country whose vegetation is on a scale 
of magnificence grander than any other 
in the world. Ilere nature has enam- 
eled the forests with a richness of color- 
ing and a diversity of horticulture with 
a more lavish hand than elsewhere. 
The people of these favored lands en- 
joy thjs luxurious gift of nature, bask- 
ing under the arbors of their paradise, 
with little thought of cultivating flori- 
culture, assuming that nature has per- 
fected her work and cannot be im- 
proved by the aid of science. On the 
ba"hksof the Mississippi, and on the 
rivers and bayous, and in the swamps 
M the overflow district, are trees of 
/every kind and odor, forming bowers 
and arcades, their limbs and vines 
reaching f rom tree to tree across 



streams and jungles, overshadowing 
all In the mist of these cluster* 
proudly rises the magnolia, shining in 
its snowy blossoms, commanding this 
primeval forest of gloom. And, next, 
the palm tree, with its dark green 
foliage and graceful lines, reaching out 
of the darkness to the sun as if wooing 
its brightness. 

The magnolia is the pride of the 
southern forests as the China tree is of 
the home. It is an evergreen, and 
shoots up to the height of 7JS or 100 feet, 
clothed in evergreen leaves and white 
flowers. Its leaves are five or six inches 
in length, of a dark green color, glaeed 
and thick, the under side being brown. 
In June the flower begins to unfold, 
and when full blown it is as large as 
an average bouquet; its petals are as 
white assnow, curved to inclose a fruit, 
thick, smooth and elastic as rubber, 
and fragrant. Lovers use them in brief, 
surreptitious correspondence, which 
also answers the double purpose of love 
hotea and bouquets. One flower will 
perfume a room for days; and the at- 
mosphere in the vicinity of a tree is so 
heavily laden with pea-fume that one al- 
most becomes faint, or is lulled Into a 
drowsy sleep under its lotus-like In- 
fluence. 

The China tree is perhaps the moot 
beautiful of all southern sLade tree*. 
It is certainly the most popular. The 
planter's villa or cottage and the 
darkies' cabins are found amid the um- 
brageous shade of this canopy-like 
tree.. The China is in leaf about seven 
months in the year, and, in early spring, 
It bears a beautiful and delicate little 
flower of a pale-pink shade, slightly 
tinpred with purple. Its fragrance is 
similar to that of the lilac, which it 
also slightly resembles in appearance, 
but the cluster is not so large. For a 
week or two the air is redolent with 
the ptirzmne of these flowers, after 
which they fall off, carpeting the 
ground, leaving clusters of green ber- 
ries, about the size of a pea, or larger, 
on every branch. In the fall the ber- 
ries ripen into a yellow hue, and remain 
on the branches even after the leaves 
have fallen". 

When green the berries are used by 
negro boys as bullets for their popguns 
of cane. 

The slender branches of this tree 
radiate in all directions, ending In fine 
feathery tufts, overlapping each other, 
and thus make an almost impenetrable 
shield against the rays of the sun. The 
young shoots are constantly expanding 
their parasol-like leaves of a pale hue, 
which, combined with the dark purple 
green of the older leaves, gives a singu- 
larly picturesque effect. 

Truly, the south is the land of flow- 
ers, and they are seen nowhere in

greater profusion than in the delta of 
the Mississippi. Nature seems to have 
formed this country into a wild bou- 
quet. Roses spring up like islands- 
gems in a forest— mottling the plains 
as a variegated carpet and freighting 
the atmosphere with interminable 
odors. While the southerner cares lit- 
tle for horticulture, as a science, he is 
an ardent cultivator of flowers. He 
prefers the groves of nature to culti- 
vated parks, rears his villa in a natural 
park and preserves it in its naturalness, 
but he cultivates the flowers, for

more than he does art or crude nature. 
Flowers are, he reasons, the language 
of truth, affection, love, sacredness — 
emblems of love at the altar, and of de- 
votion at the grave. He is rarely seen 
without a boutonnlere; ladies wreath 
them in their hair; children carry bou- 
quets to school, and flowers are found 
in every window and on every table of 
the southerner's home, no matter how 
humble It may be. The garden is a 
feature of the place — with its terraced 
walks of fine white scallop shells, arti- 
ficial ponds in which are diamond- 
shaped islands of violets of the sweetest 
perfume and loveliest hues, from which 
arises a vapor of fragrance which Is 
wafted over the beds of flowers, gather- 
ing other perfumes as it sweeps on the 
heavily-scented breeze. One of the 
prettiest and most redolent of flowers 
in the southern gardens of this section 
is the "Chickasaw rose," which grows 
wild, like the noble savages from which 
it is named and who inhabited the Mis- 
sissippi valley before the pale-face came. 

One of the saddest sights imaginable, 
and in striking contrast with the pic- 
turesque groves and bright gardens of 
a southern plantation, is to visit an old, 
neglected graveyard. Every planta- 
tion, if the family be wealthy, has a 
graveyard. In the course of years, as 
tne family becomes extinct, and the 
plantation passes into the possession of 
strangers, another gTave plat is marked 
off for the interment of the new gener- 
ation. It is most always in a grove. 

The former owners in the shaded 
grove beyond are unknown to them 
save perhaps in name, and, in conse- 
quence, the graves are neglected. This 
too often Is the case when the new 
owners are relatives. In this deserted 
spot are seen broken tombs, sunken 
graves, grown over with weeds and 
briars, and fragments of marble head- 
stones placed there by the hand of af- 
fection. Death slumbers forgotten, 
neglected— the end of all. The trees 
are enveloped in festoons of moss, of 
Bomber color, as if the world were dead 
and nature had gone into mourning.

. „, . and I suppose that might seem to 
the English radical a sufficient reason 
for sweeping ft away, says the Nine- 
teenth Century. The judges are ap- 
pointed for life by the president and 
they are responsible to no popular tri- 
bunal— oot even to public opinion. 
They sit as a court of pure law, the 
final authority from Which tn all Amer- 
ica there Is no appeal Their jurisdic- 
tion, strictly defined though it be, is 
coextensive with the whole union. It 
is the one instance In history in which 
popular sovereignty, acknowledged as 
supreme In the long run for every other 
purpose and every other authority to 
Which ft has delegated power, submits 
to a master whom ft did not appoint 
and cannot remove and cannot escape. 
Everybody submits; the states them- 
selves, sovereign as they still are for 
certain purposes, submit; congress and 
the president, the army and navy, the 
people themselves, all submit. 
In the hands of the supreme court de- 
to pass an 
powerless, 
vote of the people, a unani- 
vote of the house and senate and 
the approval of the president would not 
make a statute law if this tribunal says 
It is not a law. But do you ever hear 
of a proposal to abolish the supreme 
court? Why not? It is not only that 
the court has been a great court of 
great judges, its honesty and ability 
and wisdom alike recognized, but be- 
cause the American democracy has the 
good sense to see that, under a written 
constitution like that of the United 
States, such a tribunal Is essential to 
the working of all its parts, and that, 
check and all-powerful check though it 
be upon democracy, Tt Is also a guar- 
anty to the American people that, in the 
words of the preamble of their great 
charter, justice shall be established 
and the blessings of liberty preserved 
to themselves and their posterity.

To begin with he has been a party 

leader who has never failed to re- 
spond to party calls.

two years later in his race with Judge 
Lindes and 422 more than Judge 
Lmcles received. Last year he ran 
for county attorney and fell less than 
300 votes behind his Republican op- 
ponent. If he is given this nomina- 
tion he can certainly win. This can- 
not be said of his opponents. Judge 
Morrow can contest his own county 
with Mr. Breathitt. He would get, 
all of the Democratic votes, most of 
the Populists and many Republicans. 
Mr. Breathitt will not prove strong 
against Morrow. He has been beaten 
twice by Democrats and the people 
are beginning to think that the 
Breathitt family has been kept in of- 
fice quite long enough. Still as 
against an outsider, county pride 
will cause Mr. Breathitt to run »h«»H 
of his ticket unless both candidates 
come from Christian county. As 
Judge Linn would have no claims 
upon the Populists— from 300 to 500 
in the last two or three elections— 
they would doubtless vote for the

To question the authority of the 
head of the Democratic organization 
of the state is silly twaddle. The 
committee of which Mr. Long is 
hairman, has charge of all matters 
tffecting the party. Organizing and 
controlling the party is the chief work 
of this committee. All county and 
district committees are subordinate 
to it and are a part of the party ma- 
chinery governed by rules adopted 
by the state committee, or the conven- 
tion appointing the same.

A FEW PERSONAL REMARKS. 

The fact that Judge Linn has scat 
tered broadcast over this and adjoin- 
ing counties a campaign sheet edited 
by his brother-in-law and filled with 
personal abuse of the editor of the 
Kentcckian, is not calculated 
strengthen us in our determination to 
make the campaign one of issues ii 
stead of personalities.

| When the sun has given the placid 
■raters of the Potomac his brilliant 
Wood-night kiss, and touched with gold 
the -tall treetopson the warm tinted 
heights and hills; when the aluminnzn 
lip of the Washington monument and 
Che bronze foM«« on the capitol dome 
have cast their last shadows, it is pleas- 
ant to roam through the public parks 
and stroll in the twilight along the 
felall, to commune with nature in the 
midst of a wilderness of architecture 
and artificial human existence. 
! The perfume-laden botanical gardens, 
near the western wall of the spacious 
leapitol grounds, are surrounded with

high iron fence, the gates are closed, 
and the poor people of the republic can 
pnly gaze through the bars and sniff 
the incense of nature, vainly longing 
for closer contact with the rare exotic 
beauties which the public servants 
withhold from their sovereign rulers. 
The great Bartholdi fountain is playing 
its crystal streams beneath electric 
lights; but children, women and men 
may view it only between the inter- 
stices of the rails and wonder why the 
bars are there. But, even under these 
circumstances, we can enjoy the beau- 
ties and fragrance of the place which 
millions of our countrymen wouli 
gladly view, and who must envy us as 
favored and pampered people.

Whence 
they come or whither they go matters 
little, for they are small factors in the 
mnltiples of a great city, and not one 
of their integers commands personal 
care or attention. It is only when they 
*iolate law and order that they are 
ftaken into custody; but in the mean- 



ing the day by mothers and nurses, 
while children gambol on the grass be- 
neath the splendid umbrage of the 
great green arms of the gigantic trees. 
At night they are occupied by many a 
weary wanderer who is harmless, but 
homeless. They are not disturbed by 
the rude command to "move on," which 
blue-coaled peace guardians in other 
cities harshly utter to similar sons of 
man. But before they take complete 
possession of these places at midnight 
to seek "tired nature's sweet restorer, 
balmy sleep," they look like dangerous 
marauders, and some of their number 
may well be feared. In the Smithson- 
ian grounds many an unwary man has 
felt the weight of a club in the hands 
of a tramp, to awake from a swoon and 
find his watch and purse gone, never to 
be recovered. 

As I walked through the park near 
the Union depot, between the botanical 
and arsenal grounds the other night, 
there was a cry of "police" to the left 
near "Tincup alley." followed by a 
shrill repetition of calls for "help." 
Hastily turning in the direction of the 
sound, and fearing a stray bullet in the 
dark, 1 came upon an old man with 
gleaming hatchet uplifted over the 
head of a burly fellow who had fallen 
upon his knees. From the opposite 
side came a park watchman who 
grabbed at the uplifted arm. The old 
man shouted: "Let me alone, and take 
that thief." 

The watchman grasped the burly fel- 
low just as he rose to run away; and 
then the old man said: "Take his re- 
volver.

The wine in Switzerland Is left in the 
casks till the following spring, and 
is here that fermentation takes place 
and the mout is converted Into wine, 
says the Cornhill Magazine. The 
change begins almost Immediately; 
the liquid becomes turbid, carbolic 
acid gas is evolved, a scum is thrown 
up on the surface and the temperature 
rises. A climax is reached; the inten- 
sity of the fermentation diminishes, 
subsides; the scum settles as a slimy 
deposit at the bottom of the cask and 
a clear yeUow Uquid Is left above. The 
grape sugar has almost entirely disap- 
peared, a corresponding amount of al- 
cohol has taken its place, and the sweet 
taste of the mout has given place to the 
characteristic vinous flavor of the 
wine. 

In the early stages of fermentation 
enormous quantities of carbonic acid 
gas are given off, and huge fires are 
made in the cellars to drive it away. 
But at the time I write of (October, 
1898), when the vintage was the finest 
of the century, when barrels to hold 
mout could not be purchased for love 
or money, when every cellar on " 
lake from Geneva to Villeneuve 
packed with casks of mout, so great 
was the amount of carbonic acid gas 
in the air that, in spite of every precau- 
tion, several deaths from suffocation 
took place among the workers. In the 
spring the wine is drawn off clear into 
other barrels, then bottled; vin ordin 
aire is not bottled at all, but simply 
drawn from the wood. This is the wine 
sold at all the little wineshops with 
which Switzerland abounds. It is 
drawn off into quaint little glass de- 
canters containing half a liter each, 
and so served to the unhurrying Swiss, 
who drink it round little tables und< 
the trees on the sunny pathways or over 
wooden benches inside the red -cur-

ALL ABOUT NICARAGUA. 



The Little Central American Re- 
public la Impecunious. 



s Natural Beemrces, Bownw, Are Said 
to Be Exceptionally Rlcb-F:aao«e* 
of the Oovernment In Poor 



The total population of the republic 
of Nicaragua is put by the best author- 
ities at 310,000. Of the inhabitants of 
the country, one-tenth belong to unciv- 
ilized aboriginal tril.es, w hile the main 
body are classified as "Indians," Zam- 
bos or mulattoea, negroes, mixed races 
and Europeans, the latter, according to 
the New York Sun, being but few in 
number. 

The area of the republic is only about 
49,500 English square miles. There are 
few towns, and all of them, with two 
exceptions, are small and rude. The 
population of Managua, the capital, is 
18,000, and that of Leon, formerly the 
capital, 25,000. The town of Corlnto is 
the principal port on the Pacific, and 
the ladlno element (a mixture of white 
and Indians) predominates there. The 
most important industry ot the inhab- 
itants of Nicaragua is the raising of 
cattle, the hides of which are exported; 
and among the other exports are coffee, 



Cao, Brazil wood and cedar. The head of 
cattle number over 400,000. The greater 
part of the imports are from England, 
and the greater part of the exports are 
to the United States. There —

nies. In nearly all of which gold 
found mixed with silver, and in a few 
silver mixed with copper. A good deal 
of American capital has been sunk in 
them. 

Nicaragua is especially rich in valu- 
able woods, the mahogany, rosewood, 
granadillo, and ronron, also medicinal 
trees, besides other commercial trees, 
Including the coetilloa elcutieo, from 
which India rubber is made; the 
gutta percha tree, and several trees 
which produce gums. Wild animals, 
monkeys, alligators, lizards and snakes 
abound, besides tropical birds to the 
number of 150 species. Mosquitoes 
swarm m all damp places, and there 
are fierce wasps. The foraging ants 
move in large armies. The seas, rivers 
and lagoons are alive with every varie- 
ty of tropical fish. 

There are numerous volcanic peaks, 
a few of which are still active, but 




most of them have long been extinct. 
The last great eruption was that of 
1835, when Cosegulna scattered Its hot 
ashes over a circle 1,500 miles In diame- 
ter. Near some of the extinct craters 
are vast beds of lava and scoriae and 
numerous vents called infemiCUn, which 
emit smoke and sulphurous vapors, On 
the Pacific coast the soil is ~ry rich, 
and the climate is essentially that of 
the central zone; but the amount of 
cultivated land is small in proportion 
to the arable area of the country. 
Maize, the principal food of the natives, 
is very prolific, and fine traits and 
vegetables grow in abundance. 

The form of government Is constitu- 
tional and republican. There is a con- 
gress of two branches, the senate and 
the house of representative the mem- 
bers of both of which number only 
thirty-nine, who are elected under the 
Nicaraguan system of universal suf- 
frage. The president now in power, 
Gen. Santos Zelaya, was elected in the 
Nicaraguan way last year, and holds 
ofiice for four years. Ho has a council 
of four ministers, who have charge erf 
that number of departments of the 
government. 

The active army of Nicaragua con- 
sists of 3,000 men, with a reserve of 
10,000, besides a nominal militia force 
of 5,000, The active troops are poorly 
equipped and appareled, and the re- 
serves are unfit for any service in the 
field against a European force. 

There are about 100 miles of railway 
open in the country, which were built 
at a heavy cost. One lint* extends from 
Corlnto, a distance of 58 miles, and an- 
other from the capital to Granada, 33 
miles. A number of concessions for 
new lines of greater length have been 
granted to contractors, who are blamed 
tor delaying their construction. There 
are over 1,700 miles <A telegraph lines. 
There are a fair number of schools for 
the population. 

The finances of the government are 
always In bad condition, on account of 
the disturbances that often prevail, and 
In many years the expenditures for the 
army have been beyond the total re- 
ceipts. Two-thirds of the total annual 
revenue are derived from government 
monopolies on, spirits, tobacco and gun- 
powder, and the remainder chiefly from 
impart duties and a tax on slaughtered 

cattle.
